SECOND TERM FOR COYNE? 


Roosevelt Said to Have Refused 
to Remove Postmaster to 
Please Hopkins-Lor- 
imer Machine. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8—[Special. ]— 
Charles B. Morrison. will be nominated by 
President Roosevelt and confirmed by the 
Senate as district attorney of Chicago for 
the full term of four years. It will be left 
to him to decide whether he shall keep the 
agreement Senator Hopkins says he made to 
resign his office when the beef trust prosecu- 
tion ends. ¥ 

Behind the determination. of the Illinois 
senators to recommend Morrison’s appoint- 
ment there is a bit of political history which 
is the cause of no inconsiderable gossip 
among Illinois politicians in Washington. 

It appears that District Judge Bethea and 
Morrison were partners in Dixon before the 
former was appointed district attorney eight 
years ago. Towards the close of Bethea’s 
service as district attorney he was engaged 
in the preliminary investigation of the beef 
trust. He was selected for the office of dis- 
trict judge before this work was completed, 
and was nominated and confirmed by the 
senate. : 

The Illinois senators were anxious that 
the government should not be embarrassed 
in the beef trust inquiry, and Bethea recom- 
mended that as Morrison knew the situation 
it would be advisable to give him a temporary 
appointment as district attorney. 


Bargain with the Two Senators. 


Senator Hopkins was not willing he should | 


receive a permanent appointment because 
he considered it would be unfair to the rest 
of the state to have a district judge and dis- 
trict attorney both from Dixon. 

Morrison was called to the senator's office, 
and it is said he agreed to accept the position 
temporarily and to resign when the beef 
trust prosecution ended, which was expect- 


| ed before the present session of congress 


began. Senator Hopkins telegraphed to 
Senator Cullom, who ratified the agreement, 
and in the name of both Illinois senators 
asked his appointment. 

The beef trust work was carried on by Mor- 
rison to the satisfaction of the attorney 
general, but it was not finished within the 
time anticipated, and the question of his 
nomination to the senate was considered. 
The department of justice believed the Illi- 
nois senaters had no objection, and in the 
ordinary routiné sent the nomination to the 
president for transmission to the senate. 
Senator Hopkins had it held up with the 
other Illinois recess appointments pending a 
conference with Senator Cullom. 


Senators in a Quandary. 

The two senators talked the matter over 
Tuesday night, and a joint telegram was sent 
to Morrison calling his attention to the agree- 
ment he ha.. made and stating that he would 
be recommended for the nomination provided 
he agreed to resign when the beef trust cases 
were finished. 

In his answer, received today, Mr. Mor- 
rison expressed preference, it is said, to re- 
sign the district attorneyship ard accept ap- 
pointment as special counsel of the govern- 
ment in the beef trust cases. But if this is 
impossible he insists he be appointed district 
attorney for the full term of four years or not 
be named at all. It is said he stiliirecogn:zes 
the agreement he qiade with Sehator Hop- 
kins, but does not propose to abide by it. 


Morrison Holds the Trump. 

Mr. Morrison is charged with taking an 
unfair advantage of his position. The 
prosecttion of the beef trust cases has com-~ 
menced. The court will listen to the argu- 
ments based upon the packers’ plea in bar 
of trial on Tuesday. No other lawyer knows 
these cases, and can jump in and aid the 
attorney general at this juncture in the way 
needed to gain a victory. Both Illinois sen- 
ators can do nothing else, therefore, than 
recommend his appointment without any 
strings. To do otherwise would mean the 
public Interests would suffer. Neither sen- 
ator is willing to recommend that he be ap- 
pointed as special counsel. The government 
would be put to extra expense, and as Mor- 
rison has had the glory connected with the 
prosecution it is not proposed to let him 
have the additional compensation. 

So Mr. Morrison will be recommended for 
appointment as district attorney. Senators 
Cullom and Hopkins were in conference today 
regarding the matter, and later sent him a 
telegram notifying him of their decision. 
They have’ reiterated their understanding 
of the agreement he made, and express the 
belief that he will live up to it and retire when 
the cases he is engaged in have been con- 
cluded. 

Coyne May Win Out. 

Representative Foss went to the White 
house today in behalf of Postmaster Coyne 
of Chicago, and when he came out he ex- 
pressed the opinion that Mr. Coyne would be 
appointed for another term. 

Mr. Coyne has some enemies at home, and 
there is reason to believe that Senator Hop- 
kins does not desire his appointment. On ihe 
other hand, President Roosevelt personallv 
has announced as an Individual policy that 
where postmasters have served faith{ully 
and have made a good record he will, asa 
rule, reappoint them without regard to any 
political influence which may be exerted to 
secure their removal. | 

Under this policy, as the president has ex- 
plained to the members of the cabinet lateiy, 
the advice of senators and representatives 
will be called for when new appointments are 
to be made. They will be asked to suggest 
names, as heretofore. When that is done 
their functions will disappear, unless the in- 
cumbent of an office has failed to make a 
good record, Thereupon his removal will be 


decided upon, and the congressional influence | 


will be invoked to provide his successor. 


Roosevelt Is Firm. 

Several members of congress today declared 
they had talked to the president on this 
subject, and that he wag firm in hie deter- 
mination not to remove presidential ap- 
pointees merely to make room for the per- 
sonal friends and henchmen of members of 
congress. 

If this principle is extended to the Chicago 
office, Mr. Coyne will remain ae postmaster. 
Otherwise it seems likely that Senator Hop- 
kine and certain of the Lorimer-Lowden ma-

MRS, SCHWAB DARES COREY. 


Family of Former Steel King 
Champions Discarded Wife. 


UNCLE’S HEART IS BROKEN. 


Tells Nephew in Bitter Letter Actress 
Wants Only His Money. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 8.—[SpecialL ]}—W. Euls 
Corey, the United States steel corporation 
$100,000 a year president, will not put away 
his wife to marry an actress if Mrs. Charles 
M. Schwab and his uncle, J. B. Corey, who 
started him on the road to wealth, can pre- 


vent it. 

Mrs. Schwab dares Corey to carry out his 
intention. J. B. Corey has begged him, in 
a better that betrays a broken heart, not to 
divorce the woman who has done so much for 
him for “an actrees who only wants his 
money.” 

And in the meantime the big steel men who 
have been Corey’s business associates and 
friends have turned their backs upon him in 
disgust. They are already casting about for 
a man to take his place at the head of the 
great steel concern. 


Powerfyl Inflcences Against Him. 

It developed here today that in his effort to 
put away his wife, W. Ellis Corey is being 
called on to fight the whole family of Charles 
M. Schwab. Mrs. Corey in Nevada Is under 
the eye of Mrs. Schwab. It was the wife of 
the former steel king who sent her to Nevada, 
not Corey himself. 

The “mysterious person” so frequently 
mentioned as a member of Mrs. Corey’s 
party in Reno dispatches, is a mystery no 
longer. She is a well known young Pitts- 
burg woman selected by Mrs. Schwab to ac- 
company Mrs. Corey west and act as private 
secretary and a body guard to keep reporters 
off when news of the intended divorce came 
out. Not only did Mrs. C. M. Schwab plan 
the Nevada invasion but she personally con- 
ducted the trip, taking Mrs. Corey and her 
little party west Pittsburg in Schwab's 
private car. * 

It is reported here that Schwab has on sev- 
eral occasions tol@-Corey what he thought of 
his actions. 


Uncle in Heartbroken Plea. 

“ About this time I put away my wife who 
had borne me three children, not being 
pleased with her manners.” 

This quotation from Josephus, the Jewish 
historian, practically is the text on which 
J. B. Corey wrote a little sermon in a letter 
to his nephew, William Ellis Corey, regard- 
ing his marital troubles. That latter was 
received by Charles M. Schwab in New York 
today, and accompanying it a request that 
it be made public. Those who saw the let- 
ter, however, are willing to wager it. will 
not be made public. 

‘ane heart of J. B. Corey is broken, and the 
letter he sent his nephew shows it. He 
begged him ‘‘ not to commit thie grievous 
wrong—not to divorce the wife of his bosom 
to go to an actress who wants only his 
money.” The old man calls on Ellis to stop 
and think—that no true woman would con- 
sent to receive the attentions of a married 
man. 

He recalls some incidents in the life of the 
Coreys when they were younger and happier, 
and leaves no room for doubt in the mind of 
William B. Corey that his uncle is against 
him much and for Laura, the wife. 


Youngest Sister Alone Is Loyal. 

“I have written Ellis a long letter and 
hope he will take it in the same spirit it is 
written in—that of love. He is making one 


of the most awful mistakes it is possible for 
@ man to make, and I have told him so,” 
said J. B. Corey tonight. “I shall not give 
the letter out heré—not, at,least, unless 
forced to. Ellis may give it outin New York 
if he wishes. I wish he would." 

There is one member of the Corey family 
who sympathizes “with William Ellis Corey 
in his present predicament. According to in- 
formation that has leaked out in Pitisburg 
the youngest sister of Corey is now in Paris 
with Mabelle Gilman and has been with her 
for some time, It is understood she has full 
sympathy for Corey’s plans. Years ago she 
bade falling out with her brother's wife, and 
since then they have not been friendly. 


Workingmen Bitter Against Him. 


Much bitterness is being shown toward 


| President Corey by labor unions, and by the 


nonunion element as well, for the story has 
just been revived how Corey, on July 6, 1882, 
at Homestead, left 300 Pinkerton detectives 
at the mercy of I!Infuriated strikers. The 
slaughter of that day by shot, dynamite, and 
flaming oll will never be forgotten, and there 
are those who claim that the timidity of 
Corey at that time caused it all. 

Corey, at the time of this strike, was super- 
dntendent of the armor plant at Homestead. 
He had charge of model barges which came 
up the river with 300 Pinkertons to protect 
striké breakers. The steamer Little Bill 
brought the barges. A thousand strikers 
opened fire on them from the bank as the 
boats pushed to the shore. Corey, who com- 
manded the expedition, never waited to pull 
the Derges containing the Pinkertons out into 
midstream, but, cutting loose the Little 
Bill, filed to Braddock and safety. 


Wife Has Had Share of Trouble. 

Mrs. Laura Corey, whom the steel man is 
seeking to divorce, has had more than her 
share of trouble. It was learned today that 
her father, Thomas Cook, committed sui- 
cide when she was but a young girl. 

The suicide was one of the most sensational. 
Cook had lent a neighbor named Richardson 
some gold, but got paper In payment. He 
protested, as the paper had not the value of 
gold, but wasforcedtoacceptit. He brooded 
over this and hired a man named Alf Getty 
for $5 to Kill him. Getty tiled Cook to a tree 
on the river bank and was about to poura 
load of buckshot Into him when Cook changed 
his mind and gave Getty $10 not to shoot. 

A few days later Cook killed himself by 
shooting in his bedroom. 

Question of Successor Perturbs. 

While no definite announcement o1 Corey’s 
resignation from the presidency of the steel 
corporation has been made, Carnegie steel 
men today discussed the question of his 
successor. It is not expected that the selec- 
tion of a new president will be made without 
a struggle. 

William B. Schiller, president of the Na- 
tional Tube company, a subsidiary concern to 
the steel corporation, is mentioned for the 
position. He is backed by Standard Oil in- 
terests and by H. C. Frick. 

At an informal gathering of steel men 
today at one of the clubs it was agreed that, 
in case a vacancy should occur, every sup- 
port would be brought to bear to make Mr. 
Schiller president of the corporation. 


Thomas Morrison, Carnegie’s Choice. 

It is generally admitted if Carnegie had the 
naming of the successor he would favor 
Thomas Morrison, former general superin- 
tendent of the Edgar Thomsen plant, but 
it is believed that the Standard Oil Interests 
and Frick’s influence would be sufficient to 
award the place to Schiller. It is doubted 
in steel circles here whether Morrison would 
accept the presi@ency, even if the position 
were offered to him. It is claimed by those 
who were close to him when he was here 
that when he retired he would not accept 
any position carrying with it great responsi- 
bility. 

Schiller succeeded Joshua Rhoades as 
president of the National Tube company 4 
number of years ago. At the time tae con- 
cern was taken over by the steel corpora- 
tion it was practically under the control of 
Standard Oil. Schiller is a man who aé@- 
vanced from the ranks to the position he 
holds today and understands every detail of 
the steel trade. 


It’s Ail Toc Sad: Carnegie. 

New York, Dec. 8.—([Special. ]—The rumor 
that Thomas Morrison, director of the United 
States Steel corporation, and a relative of 
Andrew Carnegie, would succeed William 
Ellis Corey as the $100,000 a year president 
of the corporation, brought forth an inter- 
view from Mr. Carnegie today. Carnegie 
prepared for interviewers by interviewing 
himself and handing the following typewrit- 
en slip to reporters: 

‘Not a word to say. It is too sad to speak 
of.”

were living in France. 

Bishop Spalding has been ill for nearly’ a 
year from a stroke of paralysis, and his se- 
rious condition then was attributed in part 
to the effects of the decision of his ward. 

Associate Bishop O’Reilly said tonight that 
the bishop wou. receive the baroness, and 
that sue might be received again into the 
church. = 


Romantic Episodes in Family. 

The action in behalf of the marquise is the 
latest chapter in a family history replete 
with romantic episodes. From the date of 
her endowment of the Catholic university at 
Washington until her renunciation of the Ro- 
man Catholic faith in 1904 she was consid- 
ered one of the shining lights of the church. 
Her renunciation of the Catholic faith in 1904 
stirred the entire religious world. 

Following her sister’s renunciation, the 
baroness algo left the Roman Catholic com- 


munion. 

In 1887 the marquise, then Mary Caldwell, 
gave the Catholic university at Washington 
$300,000 and $80,000 for its endowment. She 
later made other gifts to the school. Her 
sister also gave $50,000 to build a chapel. 

Soon after the founding of the institution 
the Caldwell sisters went to Washington to 
live, and entertained royally. They occu- 
pied a high social position and refused many 
offers of marriage. Her mother was a 
Breckinridge and they entertained on a lav- 
ish scale. 


Came Near Being Princess. 

At one time Mary just missed being a 
princess. The wedding day was set, the 
bride’s trousseau was in readiness, and Bish- 
op Spalding was in the French capital to 
celebrate the nuptial rites which were to 
make her the wife of Prince Murat Napoleon, 
a lineal descendant of Napoleon Bonaparte. 
But Miss Caidwell would not concede to tue 
demands of the prince in the marriage con- 
tract to allow him $500,4v~ with which to 
settle his debits and $60,000 a year income. 
She said she would keep control of her for- 
tume after her marriage, and allow her hus- 
band enough forclothesandclubaues. They 
could not agree, and the wedding was de- 
clared off. Some time later .uiiss Caldwell 
married marquis de Meronville at Paris. 

The younger sister, known as “ Lina,”’ mar- 
ried Baron Zedwitz, who was killed on his 
yacht Isolde in 1806, while taking part in the 
races at Southsea, Englanc. His yacht col- 
lided with Emperor William's yacht Meteor 
and the baron was struck on the head by a 
piece of broken mast. He was a brilliant 
diplomat and held a number of important ap- 
pointments. Since his death the baroness 
has spent much of her time in the United 


States. 


Received Laetare Medal. 

The marquise is the third woman to re- 
ceive the Laetare medal since the custom of 
presenting it was instituted in 1883. 

This is not the only honor she received at 
the hands of grateful Roman Catholics. for 
her gifts to the university at Washington. 
At the laying of the corner stone of the first 
university building. Caldwell hall she was 
decorated with a gold medal from the pope. 
The medal was accompanied by a letter from 
the pope, in which he praised her beneficence 
and expressed the gratitude of the church 
for her generous gift.

Mr. Ryan replied that he had instructed his 
counsel to work out a plan by which the 
trust shall be perpetuated. 

** My intention is."’ said he, “ that I never 
shall exercise the voting power of that stock 


' nor that any heirs of mine shall do so.”’ 


Mr. Hughes asked whether, if legislation 
providing for stock retirement should be at- 
tempted, the witness would oppose it. 

“T' have not considered that,”’ replied Mr. 
Ryan. 

Mr. Ryan testified he had bought eighty- 
seven shares of siock additional to the 501 
shares which he got from Mr. Hyde. 
paid $2,000 a share for the bleck. This was 
purchased by the. Equitable officers with 
proceeds of the notorious “ yellow dog’’ 
fund. 

Mr: Ryan knew nothing whatever about 
that fund except that the eighty-seven 
shares of stock were in the fund. His rela- 
tions with the settlement of the loan were 
merely concerned with the purchase of this 
stock. Mr. Ryan bought the Equitable stock 
for the purpose of qualifying some of the 
directors. He sold it to the directors. 


Left Everything to Morton. 


Mr. Ryan testified that it was merely a co- 
incidence that the Equitable chairmanship 
was offered to Paul Morgon at the same time 
when he was negotiating for the purchase of 
the stock. Later Mr. Ryan made it a con- 
dition of his purchase that Mr. Morton should 
be elected chairman and that every officer 
of the company should put his resignation 
from the company in Mr. Morton's hands. 

“The purchase was made on Thursday 
night at my house,”’ said the witness; “ on 
friday Mr. Morton was elected, and on Sat- 
urday morning | gave Mr. Hyde a check 
for the stock.” 

Mr. Ryan said that he also made it a con- 
dition of the sale that Mr. Morton should 
have a free hand to reorganize the society 
without interference from anybody. Mfr. 
Morton has talked with him from time to 
time about the men in the society, but Mr. 
Ryan has never made any suggestions as to 
its management. The witness declared pos- 
itively that he exercised no control over the 
management of the institution. 


Begins- Campaign of Education. 

Mr. Ryan said that he was sorry that Mr. 
Morion’s name had come up for the chair- 
manghip when it did, but that when he heard 
that the Equitable’s subcOmmittee already 
had approached him in regard to the matter 
he also went and had an interview with the 
then secretary of the navy. He said that he 
probably would have released Mr. Morion 
from his obligation to him even if he hadn't 
bought the Equitable stock. Mr. Morton had 
agreed to manage the construction of Mr. 
Ryan’s subway enterprise. 

Q —What I am particularly anxious to bring out 
fully and completely is whether you, as owner of 
the stock. through the executive officers of the com- 
pany directly or indirectly really are control.ing 
the management of the Equitable? A.—I am not 
in ahy way. . 

Mr. Ryan denied that loans had been made 
for the benefit of any enterprises in which 
he was interested.

Wants Pledges Against Rebating. 

Harrisburg, Pa., Dec. 8—Attorney Gen- 
eral Carson virtually recommends in an offi- 
cial opinion to Insurance Commissioner Mar- 
tin that he require all life insurance compa- 
nies doing business in this state to give a 
written agreement to abolish the practice of 
rebating. 

The opinion was delivered today to Com- 
missioner Martin in response to an inquiry 
as to whether he has: the legal authority to 
conduct a general investigation into the 
methods of life insurance agents in Penn- 
sylvania, particularly in regard to the mat- 
ter of rebates. 

The attorney general rules that there is 
no statutory provision giving the insurance 
commissioner power or authority to conduct 
an investigation of this kind, the evident 
conclusion being that the legislature re- 
serves that right to itself and that, if the 
condition of insurance business in this state 
should require such an investigation, it is 
properly a legislative function.

The present quarrel is said 
really to be due to the desire of the colored 
people to obtain control, and their idea ig that 
first of all there should be a negro at the 
head of the school. 

The affair of today has brought the situa- 
tion to a head and it is now for the board of 
trustees to decide whether.or not Dr. Gordon 
will remain at the head of the school.

GEN. PORTER SAYS PARISIANS AD- 


MIRE ITS ENTERPRISE. 


Former Ambassador to France Ar- 
rives Here with a Pleasant “Jolly” 
Imported from the Gay European 
Capital—Will Speak Tonight on 
“The Old Navy and thesNew” at 
Merchants’ Club Banquet—Admiral 
Dewey Expected This Morning. 


Gen. Horace Porter. former ambassador io 
France, came to Chicago yesterday to attend 
the banquet to be given by the Merchangy’ 
club this evening. He brought with him a 
complimentary viewpoint of Chicago, im- 
ported from Paris. When New York reads 
what he has to relate of Chicago, as confided 
to him by Parisians, it will be peevish. Com- 
pared to it Sarah Bernhardt’s snub of New 
York was only an incident. 

“In France,” said Gen. Porter, ‘‘ Chicago 
is looked upon as the best type of the modern 
municipality. Paris does not pretend to un- 
derstand such progress, such aggressiveness, 
such wonderful growth, such marvelous self- 
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assertionf But the whole of France appre- 
clates it. In the estimation of the French 


Why Frenchmen Like Americans. 


The force of such praise {s lessened not a 
bit by what the general said right afterward. 

“The French people -rejoice in the pros- 
perity of the American people as a nation and 
as individuals,”’ he resumed. “ Why? Weil, 
for one reason, because France suppHes the 
world with luxuries, and only proeperous 
people can afford her a market. France 
knows that money burns a hole in an Amer- 
ican's pocket.” 

The relations between France and Amer- 
fea never werfe friendlier, said the former 
ambassador. 

‘There always has been close sympathy, 
dating from the time of the French alliance,” 
he said. ‘**‘ Such relations have been cement- 
ed recently by the unveiling of the statue uf 
Rochambeau im this country and of Wash- 
ington and Lafayette, presented by tlie 
school children of America, in France. An- 
other indication of this is the honors paid 
the remains of John Paul Jones, lately 
brought to this country. 


President Roosevelt Admired. 

‘The French people are particularly en- 
thusiastid as to President Roosevelt. They 
regard him as the typical American and re- 
publican.

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Police Officers and Attorneys Aasiste 
ing in Prosecution of the Gilhooley 
Case Placed on the Witness Stand, 
Where They Deny Using Threats 
or Promises to Secure Signed Ad-« 
missions ox Guilt from Newman, 
Casey, Novak, and Others. 


Sweatbox methcds of securing statements 
of witnesses in the Gilhocley case were 
charged yesterday against the police by at- 
torneys representing Henry J. Newman, 
Charies Casey, Frank Novak, and other de- 
fendants. 

Assistant State's Attorney Fake sought to' 
introduce as evidence the signed statement 
of Newman, financial secretary of the 
Wagon and Carriage Workers’ union, local 
4. but Attorney Samuel H. Trude objected 
on the grouncs that the Supreme court has 
ruled that such evidence cannot be presented 
until the persons who were present when the 
statement was made have been examined cn 
the witness stand. Judge Chetlain ordered 
that these witnesses be summoned. 


Use of Coercion Denied. 

Among those who were present in Inspec- 
tor Lavin’s office at the Harrison street sta- 
tion at the time the statements were taken 
were the inspector, Capt. John J. Mahoney, 
Fred L. Meckel, employer of Caristrom, who 
died soon after he’ was slugged by Gilhooley 
and Looney last spring; Louis J. Heile, at- 
torney for the Carriage and Wagon Manufac- 
turers’ association; and Detectives Biddinger 
and Sheehan. All but the last two were 
placed upon the stand in the afternoon, and 
testified that neither threats nor promises 
were used In extracting the statements. 

Heile played a strong part in capturing the 
union officials and the sluggers who took part 
in the assault upon Carlsitrom. He was ques- 
tioned by Attorney Haynie Pearson as to the 
method employed in bringing Novak to the 
police station. 


Tells of Novak’s Arrest. 


Mr. Pearson attempted to show that Heile 
went with Detective Biddinger to Novak's 
residence and represented himself as an at- 
torney for Newman, persuading Novak in 
that way to enter the Carriage. 

Heile said he remained at the corner of 
Novak’s house while Biddinger knocked at 
the door. When some one answered from a 
window Heile said Newman was in trouble, 
and that he was a lawyer. He denied that 
threats or promises had been used in per- 
suading Novak to talk while they were in 
the carriage. 

Fred L. Meckel, Caristrom’s employer, told 
of both Casey and Newman making their 
statements. He said that both were made 
voluntarily, that he did not promise to help’ 
Newman in any way. if he would confess all 
he knew of the Caristrom slugging. 
Inspector Lavin testified that no bulldoz- 
ing methods were used on the witnesses.

Commercial and Real Estate In- 
terests Also Oppose the 
Postponement. 


Commercial, marine, real estate, and trac- 
tlom interests alike were aroused yesterday 
by the suggestion of Mayor Dunne that the 
war department be asked to postpone the 
time for the lowering of the tunnels beyond 
April 15 next. Protests went up from every 
side. 

Of the street car companies the Chicago 
City naturally did not take much interest in 
the matter, ag it has no river to cross, but it 
is vital to the Union Traction company. 

The Union Traction officials accused the 
mayor of bad faith in the matter. They set 
up the fact that before the permit for the 
lowering of the tunneis and the temporary 
use of the trolley was sent to the council 
they conferred with Mayor Dunne and his 
advisers and they said he agreed to the plan. 

W. W. Gurley submitted it to the mayor 
and Clarence 8. Darrow’in detail. and it was 
approved by them before he made it public. 
The company’s officers recognized if there 
was going to be a fight over the matter it 
would be impossible to get it through the 
council in time to be effective, and so they 
sought and obtained the approval of the 
mayor before doing anything. 


Expects Order to Be Enforced. 
“TIT had supposed the matter was all 
settled,’’ Mr. Gurley said last evening. “I 
do not for a moment believe the secretary 
of war will withdraw his order or that the 
attempt to get a postponement of the date 
when the tunnels must be lowered will be 
successful. The danger in the attempt is 
that it may so tangle matters up in the city 
hall as to prévent our getting a permit to do 
the work this winter. If so, the consequence 
will be that when the time comes when the 
tunnels must come out all that can be done 
will be to knock their heads off and tue street 
cars must all take to the bridges for a year 
at least. We cannot rebuild the tunnels dur- 
ing the season of navigation. : 
“This would mean not only serious loss 
to the company but great inconvenience to 
our patrons. The bridges cannot accommo- 
date our cars for any length of time and the 
service would be worse than it is now in 
spite of ourselves. That the tunnels must 
come out is plain. We have got to take out 
our Van Buren street tunnel whatever hap- 
pens, as the court would not allow us to 
disobey an order of the federal government 
if we wanted to.” 


Strong Opposition to Delay. 


The real estate board will enter a forma] 
protest against the plan of postponement 
at its meeting next Tuesday. 

“If necessary,’ said Louis A. Seeberger, 
“we will send a committee to Washington 
to protest against it. Wedo not wanta min- 
ute’s delay, to say nothing of a delay of sev- 
eral months.”’ 

“If the mayor intends to appeal to Wash- 
ington we will fight him there,"’ said Presi- 
dent D. Sullivan of the River Improvement 
company. “ The tunnels already have neur- 
ly destroyed the lake commerce of Chicago. 
All shipping interests will unite to fight the 
project to a finish.” 

North and west side aldermen were out- 
epoken against the pian of postponement. 
Ald. Hunter voiced their sentiments when 
he said: |

| * We people on the west side are not only 

interested in the lowering of the tunnels so 
as to benefit the city’s commerce but we 
must have speedy action so we can get toand 
from the downtown district.” 


Mayor Sticks to New Plan. 

Mayor Dunne still stood by his latest plan, 
however, saying: 

“The matter should be postponed until 
the traction question is settled next spring, if 
it is to be settled. If it is not settled the tun- 
nels, of course, will have to be lowered. The 
company is making demands to secure per- 
mits to trolleyize a portion of its lines, and 
if we can get the extension of time we would 
not have to grant these permits, which would 
give the company a great technical ad- 
vantage. It would practically permit it to 
do away with the present cable system. It 
may even be advantageous for the city to pay 
the penajty imposed by the government for 
the delay. This would be $30,000 for three 
months. But I do not think that the govern- 
ment officials will refuse to grant the ex- 
tension if the matter is rightly presented to 
them.” 

Platform Negotiation Is Off. 

At a conference between the mayor and 
President Buckingham of the Northwestern 
“rr,” during the week, the mayor said he 
would not consent to lengthening the plat- 
forms of the Union. loop unless the elevated 
roads would consent to grant universal 
transfers. Mr. Buckingham told him this 
was impossible, and negotiations have been 
abandoned for a time, at least. 


Many Suits Against Companies. 

Dr. Maurice F. Doty, the mayor's new trac- 
tion expert, took hold of his office in the 
morning. Before the day was out he had 
started 160 suits against the traction com- 
panies for violations of the city ordinances 
and he promises to follow them up until the 
total is 1,000, unless the upper courts inter- 
fere. 

Dr. Doty made a request on Mayor Dunne 
for twenty-five policemen to devote all their 
time to reporting violations of ordinances by 
the street car companies, especially the over- 
crowding or underheating of cars. These 
were the main complaints in the suits he has 
brought, of which 100 were against the Union 
Traction and sixty against the Chicago City 
company. All were started in Justice Gib- 
bons’ court. } 

It is understood this activity on the part cf 
the traction expert is the result of a new 
policy instituted by the mayor with the idea 
it will have its effect on the spring elections. 
The argument will be that no matter what 
promises the companies may make they will 
not obey the law and these numerous sults 
will be pointed to to prove it.

Gov. Warner Gives Views. 


“ IT have studied this question quitea little,” 
said Gov. Warner, “and I find that in the 
east and in the west the railroads sell in- 
terchangeable mileage books, where the mile- 
age is pulled on the train. Practically the 
only territory without this accommodation is 
the territory of the Central Passenger asso- 
ciation, and I can’t see any good reason for it. 
I have asked a number of railroad officials to 
explain the reason for this to me, but so far 
I have not heard one plausible explanation. 
East of Pittsburg the roads have interchange- 
able books, good on trains. The Western Pas- 
senger association has a similar book, and in 
the south the books are goodon tfains. Why 
discriminate against the central states? 

‘Of course, I called the meeting, and now 
the wind is sort of taken out of my sails, be- 
cause the roads gave us what we wanted, 
but I called the conference, and I am here to 
attend it. I have heard from Gov. Hanly of 
Indiana, who said he would be here, and I 
understand that Chairman Neville of the 


railway and warehouse commission will rep- 
resent Gov. Deneen, and that:‘Commissioner 
Morse will represent Gov. Herrick of Ohio. I 
do not know yet what representation the 
traveling men will have, but I expect it will 
be considerable.”’ «

FREES MRS. MAHONEY'S DOG 
- AND MRS. DAVIDSON'S HUSBAND. 


Abraham Merinbaum of Mayor's Of- 
fice Writes Order on Pound, but 
Woman Declares No One of Her 
Name Ever Will Vote for Dunne. 


Bridewell Prisoner Consents to Giv- 
ing Wife a Gt on Condition of His 
Getting Pardon, bu. Release Is De- 
layed Till Next Day. 


AYOR DUNNE lost the votes of all 

the Mahoneys yesterday. As the 

directory shows that over 800 male 

Mahoneys of voting age live in Chi- 

cago, the loss was a considerable one 
to sustain in one day. Many more such days 
would put Mr. Dunne out of businese po- 
litically. 

The cause of all this trouble was that the 
dog catchers ran .off with Mrs. Mahoney's 
Irish setter and put it in the dog pound. It 
does not matter which Mrs. Mahoney it was, 
because she said all the Mahoneys would 
stand together on such a family proposition. 

Her little granddaughter spent Thursday 
night crying because the dog catchers had 
made off with the Irish setter. 

“I only wish I had seen thim doin’ it,” 
said Mrs. Mahoney to Mr. Abraham Merin- 
baum of the mayor’s office at the close of a 
turbulent day just as she was.setting forth 
with the granddaughter for the dog pound 
to recover the setter. ‘“‘I only wish I had 
seen thim doin’ it; that’s all.’’ 

The manner in which she closed her jaws 
on this sentence indicated that the number 
of dog catchers would have been two less 
if she had seen them. 

She was an early visitor at the mayor’s 
office in the morning with a vigorous pro- 
test against the “high handed outrage,” 
claiming that she: had a license for the set- 
ter, duly paid for, in 1905. She was sent 
down to the city collector's office to get a 


able to corroborate her assertion. 

Inasmuch as this cast doubt on Mrs. Ma- 
honey’s word, the trouble doubled. Her last 
visit to the mayor's office was at 4 o'clock. 
Then she had found her own copy of the 
license, sustaining her honest word. This 
was sufficient for Mr. Merinbaum to issue 
a release from the pound.

“T'm an Oirish.woman and proud av it. If 
I was German I'd be proud of it, but thank 
God [ ain't. I'd be proud of me nationality 
whatever it was, but thank God it’s Oirish. 
Can we get the dog tonight?’ 

“ Sure,” sald Mr. Merinbaum, “if you go 
right out there.’’ 

“ And can we take him home in the kr?” 

“ Can you take himinakeb? Sure” 

“ No, in a kr, in a street kr.’’ 

** How big is he?’ 

The little granddaughter measured off two 
feet of atmosphere, indicating his height. Mr. 
Merinbaum considered thoughtfully. 

“If it’s an Irish conductor,” he said, “I 
should think an Irish woman might get an 
Irish setter on the kr.”’

This 
Mr. Merinbaum did, in the name of the 
mayor. : 

Then a bridewell guard was instructed to 
take Mr. Davidson to the residence of Rabbi 
Joseph Kam|isarsky, 73 West Thirteenth 
street, where, in the presence of witnesses, 
the gt was written on parchment with a quill 
pen in conformity with the Hebrew law. 

The rabbi gave the parchment to Davidson 
who solemnly handed it to his wife, freeing 
her from all matrimonial bonds so far as the 
Hebrew church is concerned. The rest of the 
ceremony was to release Davidson from the 
bridewell. Here is where Merinbaum, other- 
wise a successful manager of divorces and 
releases, fell down. : Mayor Dunne had de-

Both States Likely Democratic. 

From a purely political point of view the 
republicans fee] that they are additionally 
fortified in their determination to have two 
states, and only two. Under the present 
conditions the new state of Oklahoma would 
be rated as republican. The territory of 
the same name managed to elect a repub- 
lican delegate to congress, but by a plurality 
of only about 1,600,n it is well understood 
that this result was reached only because the 
people there felt that their chances for 
statehood would be improved if their dele- 
gate in congress were of the majority party. 
The, greater; part,of the: wave of immigra- 


came from the southwest. 
of settlers from Ohio, Iowa, and Nebraska, 
but the dominant factor in building up the 
terrritory was the great agricultural wave 
from Missouri, Afkansas, and Texas. 

Other things beirfg equal, eliminating the 
personal popularity of President ‘Roose- 
velt, the chances are that a state made up of 
the Indian territory and Oklahoma will be 
democratic. The same thing unquestionably 
would be true of a joint state created out of 
Arizona and New Mexico. Those territories 
always have been of democratic tendency. 
Their affiliations are with Texas at all times, 
and there is no reason to believe that the 
senators they may send to Washington later 
on will be anything else but democratic as 
long as the south is solidly of that political 
complexion. 

Therefore, it is that republican leaders 
on this same purely political point of view 
are#:o0 strenuously insisting that there shall 
be only two states. This means, of course, 
four democratic senators in any event, and 
they are prepared for that outcome, but 
they don't want to see twice that number of 
senators and twice that number of votes in 
the electoral college. 

If the statehood bill goes through as now 
planned the two new states will come into 
the union not later than the spring of 1907, 
and will be entitled to vote for president at 
the election of 1908. Under the Hamilton 
bill, as presented to the house, the new state 
of Oklahoma will have five and Arizona two 
members of the house of representatives, 
representation being based onthe last cen- 
sus, and each state being divided into con- 
gressional districts. This means, of course, 
that the two new states will have egleven 
votes in the electoral college, and this may 
be sufficient to determine the result of the 
next presidential election.

Discovery That George R. Griswold 
Was Head of Two Families in Des 


Sensation as Finding of Body in the 
River Two Months Ago — Miss 
Stockman, Who Explains Her Part, 
Is Chicago Girl. 


mystery surrounding the tragic death of 
George R. Griswold, Iowa agent for the 
State Mutual Insurance company of Worces- 
ter, Mass., was solved today. by the discov- 
ery that fear of the disclosure of his dual 


Moines had driven him to suicide. 

As George R: Griswold he was maintaining 
a wife and four children In an elegant home 
at Twenty-third street and Ingersoll Bvenue, 
while as Arthur Stockman he kept two 
women in a home at 124 Ridge street, posing 
as their brother. 

Revelation Causes Sensation. 

The dénovement came today when John 
Bassett, a grocér, announced that Griswold 
and Stockman were one and the same, and 
told of the tWo women, who finally broke 
down and confessed. 

The development caused almost as much 
of a sensation as did the discovery of Gris- 
wold’s body in the Coon river a couple of 
months ago. Griswold was a leading busi- 
ness man. The identity of the two women 
is unknown. Both are good looking, and 
they claim to be sisters, one giving her name 
as Grace Stockman, claiming to be the one 
wronged by Griswold. She is now a mother, 


to Griswold’s disappearance. 


Miss Stockman Explains. 

‘*T met George in the Union depot at Chi- 
cago akout fifteen months ago,”’ she said 
after she had recovered from the shock of 
being confronted with her part in Griswold's 
dual existence. ‘‘ We were waiting for a 
train when he began to talk to me. Later he 
called on me, and finally got me and my 
sister to come to Des Moines, where he estab- 
lished a home for us and supported us. For 
several months I did not know of his wife 
and family. Just a few months prior to the 
birth of my child he came to me and con- 
fessed, saying that he had a wife and four 
children. He said that he was unhappy 
with his wife and told me that he would get 
a divorce and marry me about Christmas. 
He was kind always and had some insurance 
transferred to protect me. He seemed happy 
the day before his death. 1 was at the hos- 
pital then.” 

The Stockman girls refuse to tell anything 
of their past except that their home is in Chi- 
cago. They refuse to give the street address, 
but appear to have been well reared and edu- 
cated. They are about 20 and 25 yearsold.

BLOW 70 IRELAND'S HOPE 


LIBERALS WILL DEFY DUBLIN 
HOME RULE ULTIMATUM. 
London Spectator Declares Election 
for Next Parliament Will Be Con. 
ducted Solely on the Free Trade In- 
sue—Sir Henry Campbell-Banner 
man Said to Have United All Face 
tions of His Party in His Cabinet— 

May Be Truce with Redmond. 


LONDON, Dec. 9, 3 a. m.—The ultimatum 
issued by the nationalist convention at Dub- 
lin demanding home rule has been answered 
by an announcement which appears in the 
Spectator this morning. This publication, al- 
though a unionist organ, has throughout 
strongly opposed Chamberlainism, and now 
announces its intention to support the in- 
coming government as the only sure means 
of upholding free trade. In an evidently in- 


‘spired paragraph the Spectator declares: 


‘The new cabinet, if it commands a ma- 
jority in the next parlf@ment, has no inten- 
tion to introduce a home rule bill.- it will 
not even appeal to the country for a man- 
date to endow Ireland with a separate legis- 
lature. The essential issue to be placed be- 
fore the electors will be the maintenance of 
free trade and the opposition will be given 
no excuse to evade that question or to pre- 
tend that the home rule issue has taken its 
place.” 

The Spectator further expresses the belief 
that Sir Bdward Grey will be appointed 
secretary for foreign affairs and says it 
thinks that the foreign policy could not be 
placed in better hands. 


Unites Libera) Factions? 

If, as it is presumed, the Spectator is well 
informed, this would imply that Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman has succeeded in en- 
listing all sections of the liberal party, in- 
cluding the partisans of Lord Rosebery, in 
the new government by giving assurances 
that no attempt will be made to tamper with 
the union and that no preéiection pledges will 
be given to John Redmond.

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GHILD LAWS LIKE RUSSIA 


NATIONAL CONFERENCE SPEAK- 
ERS MAKE COMPARISONS. 


Felix Adler Says While Women Toile 
ers in Fields of Eurepe Shock Us 
We Are Blind te Tender Age Put 
into Mills at Home — Southerner 
Tells How White Slave Has Fol- 
lowed the Black in the Cotton Ine 
dustry. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Special.}—At 
the meeting of the national child labor com- 
mittee today, Mrs. Florence Kelly, secretary 
of the National Consumers’ league, declared 
that matters affecting the interests of chil- 
dren in the United States were about on a 
par with those in Russia, while Felix Adler, 
chairman of the committee, compared child 
labor here with woman labor in Europe, to 
the advantage of the latter. 

“There are in this country between one 
and two million child laborers,’’ said Mr. 
Adler. “ The evil ig not only widespread, but 
steadily increasing. There are about 10,000 
children working about the mines, about 
7,000 in the glass industry, and the number 
of child laborers in the southern textile mills 
has increased within a few years from 24,000 
to about 60,000. There is every reason to bee 
lieve that in other parts of the country the 
same state of affairs exists.”’ 

Discourses on “American Disease.” 

The cause of the evil he declared to be 
“the American @isease '’—the fearful symp- 
toms of which lately have been exposed in 
the investigation of the insurance commit- 
tee in New York-—the separation between 
business and morais, and the unscrupulous 
disregard of rights where material success 
is at stake. He declared, however, that the 
conscience of the people was everywhere 
awakening and there were signs of a great 
moral upheaval, and that the children should 
be the first to obtain the benefit. 

Dr. Samuel McCune Lindsay said that out 
of the thirty-nine legislative assemblies 
which met in 1905, twelve passed child labor 
laws, and in fifteen of thirty-nine states 
where such assemblies met strong state com- 
mittees were organized to look after the 
enforcement of the child labor laws. 


Child Slaves Follow the Blacks. 
Dr. A. J, McKelway of. Charlotte, N. C., 
after stating that 01] per cent of the children 
employed in manufacturing industries in the 
south were to be found 2 the four cotton 
growing, cotton manufacturing states of 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, and 

Alabama, sa!d: 

‘In this year of the twentieth century there 
are 60,000 children in southern cotton mills, 
from 6 to 16 years old, tolling twelve hours 
a day or twelve hours a night, and reducing 
the wage scale to what is necessary for the 
support of a child instead of what will sup- 
port a family or manhood wages.”

‘“T have bought a site and paid for it, and 
the Sisters of Misericordia of Montreal will 
build a hospital next year. I shall not tell 
now where the hospital is to be.’’

| MRS. ROGERS DIES; 
STOIC ON GALLOWS. 


Meets Death, Fought Off for 
Three Years, Without a 
Tremor of Fear. 


BELL DENIES LAST PLEA. 


Shattering of Hope Fails to Shake 
Woman’s Calmness in Hours 
Preceding Execution. 


Windsor. Vt.. Dec. 8—Mrs. Mary Mabel 
Rogers today paid with her life the laws 
penalty for the murder of her husband three 
years ago. The woman, who was not yet 23 
years old, walked from her cell to the gallows 
steadily and at the end was calm and un- 
moved. 

Barly this morning she was informed that 
Gov. Bell had refused the petition for a third 
reprieve, presented to him at White River by 
her attorneys. The governor's declaration 
against interference was final, She heard 
the news with the stoical calmness she has 
maintained since her arrest. 

It had been feared that the condemned 
woman's nerve would desert her when hope 
was no longer possible and that her collapse 
and a harrowing scene at the gallows would 
mark theend. The execution, however, was 
singularly devoid of distressing incidents. 


Refuses to Eat on Day of Death. 

Although Mrs. Rogers remained calm until 
the end, she ate nothing today. Prison 
Matron Durkee prepared breakfast and car- 
ried it to Mrs. Rogers’ cell, but the prisoner 
declined it. At noon another meal was sent 
to Mrs. Rogers, and again she refused to 
eat. Since the death watch was established 
about ten days ago Mrs. Rogers had eaten 
heartily until today, and she has slept sound- 
ly. Last night she retired at 11 o'clock and 
woke this morning at 5. Mr. and Mrs, M. 
H. Loukes of the prison staff comprised the 
death watch, eating and sleeping in the same 
room with the condemned woman. 

By 12:30 the deputies, witnesses, guards, 
and the three newspaper men allowed to 
witness the hanging, were at the jail. The 
hour set for the fall of the drop was between 
1 and 2 o'clock, and soon after 1 o’clock two 
deputies were dispatched to Mrs. Rogers’ cell 
to escort her to the death chamber The 
guards found Mrs. Rogers receiving spiritual 
consolation from Father Delaney, her con- 
fegsor. At 1:06 the death march was begun. 


Meets End Without Flinching. 

Down three flights of stairs from Mrs. Rog- 
ers’ cell in the central section of the prison 
the procession wended its way. Holding her 
head high, Mrs. Rogers never faltered for 
an instant as her eyes rested on the scaf- 
fold. Unaided she mounted the steps, walked 
on to the trap, and then seated herself in a 
chair. 

Even at this tragic hour Mary Rogers 
thought of others. Just as the deputies ap- 
proached to bind her limbs, she removed her 
eye glasses, and, passing them to one of the 
deputies, she said: 

“These are for my sister. 
she gets them.” 

A moment later the straps and noose were 
arranged, and the trap was sprung. The 
rope was a trifle too long and the woman’s 
toes barely touched the floor beneath. She 
was beyond suffering, however, her neck 
having been broken at the drop, and she 
had instantly lost consciousness. 

A little more than fourteen minutes later 
the physicians pronounced that all signs of 
life had vanished, arid soon after the body 
was cut down and placed In the coffin that 
had been placed near the exeCution place. 


Pays Penalty for Atrocious Crime. 

The crime for which Mrs. Rogers was 
sentenced. .to death was the murder of her 
husband, Marcus Rogers, at Bennington, 
Aug. 138, 1002. In this she was aided 
by Leon Perham, a half witted boy, who 
was the son of the woman with whom she 
boarded. Another woman, Estella Bates, 
was present. 

After chloroforming Rogers, Perham and 
Mrs. Rogers rolled the body into the river, 
where it was found the next day. A few days 
after the murder Mrs. Rogers, Perham, and 
the Bates woman were arrested. Perham 
made a complete confession, and both he and 
Mrs. Rogegs were found guilty of murder 
in the first degree. 

That was three years ago. Ever since a 
vigorous fight has been made for her, both in 
the legislature and the senate of Vermont. 
She was reprieved twice by Gov. Bell, the 
second time in order that the case might’ be 
appealed to the United States Supreme court.

‘VARSITY FACES INQURY. 


WISCONSIN DIRECTORS CHARGED 
WITH EXTRAVAGANCE. 


Legislature May Order an Investiga- 
tion Inte Management of State In- 
,Stitution—Gross Carelessness Said 
to Have Caused Depletion of Treas- 
ary—Deficlt Already Is $225,000, 
and Is Growing Daily—Half on 
Next Year’s Allowance rarest 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 8.—{Special. ]—Interest 
in the legislat ure suddenly has shifted to the 
university, where startling declarations that 
the institution is on the verge of bankruptcy 
were followed by the introduction in the as- 
sembly today of a bill by Assemblyman 
Cleary providing for the appointment by the 
governor of a legislative committee of eight 
to make an investigation of its condition and 
methods of doing business and to report to 
the state’s executive by Nov. 1, 1906. 

The fesobution follows almost word for 
word that was submitted yesterday for an in- 
quiry into insurance and public gervice cor- 
porations. There is no suspicion of graft, 
but mismanagement and extravagance is 
charged. 

Expenses Are Increased. 

Hitherto the university has been running on 
a basis of $340,000 a year. Last winter the 
legislature passed a tax law in effect increas- 
ing the appropriation to $520,000. The money 
for this will not come in until tax time next 
March, and it is charged that the university 
authorities, instead of staying on the old 
basis, at once increased salaries all along the 
line, and also bought $75,000 worth of prop- 
erty, so that now the institution is embar- 
rassed and has drawn on the general fund to 
tide over the stringenc?. 

Admissions were made by President Van 
Hise and Secretary of State Walter L. 
Houser that the university had drawn 
$225,000 over its account. The money has 
been taken from the general fund, and it is 
estimated that this amount will reach $400,- 
000 by the time the cash raised by thé in- 
creased tax is available. The deficit will be 
about one-half of the income. 


Force the Railroad Issue. 


A bill to compel railroad corporations to’ 
pay their taxes first and go into the courts 
afterward has been introduced in the assem- 
bly by A. H. Dahl of Vernon county. A new 
valuation is about to be made, and the state 
does not want another million ur more to 
pile up upon the $1,144,000 which now is due. 

The assembly deferred action on the capi- 
tol building bill. 

The bill for cumulative voting in primary 
elections came in, according to the recom- 
mendations of Gov. La Follette. It provides 
for an Australian ballot of several! tickets 
securely fastened together at the top, one 
for each party and one for Men cg 
The voter shall designate his first and second 
choices, then detach his ballot, unvoted ones 
to go into a separate box. Case no candi- 
date receives a majority of the first choice 
votes the canvassers are to drop the name 
of the one having the least number of first 
choice votes and add the second choice votes 
cast by his supporters to the first choice votes 
of the remaining candidates. If the two 
lowest are a tie then the plan is to drop the 
one having the least number of second choice 
votes. This process is to be repeated until 
some candidate has a majority.

THE MAYOR’S BRILLIANT IDEA. 

The navigation and commercial interests 
of Chicago are up in arms. They resent 
angrily Mayor Dnufine’s brilliant idea that 
the lowering of the tunnels be delayed for 
another year. If he goes to Washington to 
ask the secretary of war to give the city 
more time, the vessel men will go there also 
and beg the secretary to obey the law, which 
orders the removal of obstructions to navi- 
gation in the river at once. 

Who can blame them? They have wit- 
nessed for years the decay of the commerce 
‘of the port of Chicago. They have seen ves- 
sels and freight driven to other cities be- 
cause the larger vessels which navigate the 
lakes could not get above La Salle street. 
When the bill was passed a year and a half 
age ordering the lowering of the tunnels, and 
sehen the secretary of war gave his order 
that’ they should be lowered by April 15, 
1906; the vessel men rejoiced. They were 
confident that the revival of their decadent 
business would begin next year. Now the 
mayor asks them to wait until 1907. They 
will not. 

The secretary of war will be likely to think 
the mayor's request, if made, inopportune 
and tmpertinent. It will be made just before 
work ‘must begin. on the tunnels if they are 
to be lowered by April 15. It may seem 
‘strange to the secretary that a matter which 
concerns: ‘the trade and commerce of Chi- 
cago, régarding which congress has given 
specific directions, should be hung up to 
await the result of a referendum vote about 
street railway ordinances next April. The 
secretary may consider the orders of con- 
gress of more moment than one of the phases 
of the Chicago traction question.

The private seeraceer of the minister at 
the foreign office is an t person- 
age, indeed, being in fact the alter ego 
of his chief... And not.only do all communi- 
cations, even those of the most confidential 
character, pase. through his: ha before 
reaching his chief. but the latter is likewise 
apt to discuss pending issdes and difficul- 
ties with his secretary,.from whom he has 
no secrets, Thé “7g tin fact of private 
secretary in, 4s quite different to 
the manner in which the term is understood 
here, and -ebout the only. private secretary- 
ship that I.can think of which may be de- 
scribed as built on the same lines and as an- 
swering English ideas ofthe office is that of 
the private secretary to the president. 

The permanent staff at the foreign office, 
which is recruited exclusively: from men of 
excellent family—taken young—insures ‘the 
continuity of England's policy in interna- 
tional affairs. Cabinets may come and gov. 
They are after all but ephemeral, and there 
have been some .secretaries of state for for- 
eign affairs whose tenure of office has not 
lasted longer than a few months. On being 
intrusted with the seals of office they are 
necessarily in the dark’ as to the affairs of 
the department and as to the condition of 
England’s diplomatic interests and action in 
the various countries abroad. They are in 
consequence thereof entirely dependent in 
these matters upon the heads of the perma- 
nent staff, who have the threads of every- 
thing in their hands. - In fact, the secretary 
of state who does not get on with the perma- 
nent officials of his department is apt to cut 
a sorry figure, whereas, when cordial] rela- 
tions prevail, the permanent undersecretary 
of state, by reason of his extensive experi- 
ence of the past and his profound knowledge 
of the members of the British and foreign 
diplomatic services, is frequently able to in- 
fluence the action of his chief, the mineter 
of foreign affairs. 

The two foreign ministers with whoin Sir 
Thomas was most closely identified as pri- 
vate secretary. were the late earl of Derby 
and in particular the clever and courtly Lord 
Granville, whose memoirs have just been 
published by Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, 
younger brother of Lord Lansdowne.

Bon of Richard Sanderson, a territorial 
magnate of Essex, and member of parlia- 
ment for Colchester, and 
mother a grandson of the first Viscount 
Canterbury, and descended from the third 
duke of Rutland, Sir Thomas Sanderson’s 
career at the foreign office may be said to 
have been inaugurated with his appoint- 
ment’ to one of the seoretaryships of the 
special embasey dispatched by Queen Vic- 
torila to the court of Copenhagen to ask for 
the hand of Princess Alexandra of Den- 
mark for her son, the prince of Wales, now 
Edward VII, and neither the latter nor 
Queen Alexandra has éver forgotten the 
fact that Sir Thomas was aseociated in 
the mission that brought about what bas 
proved a singularly happy union. But it was 
the late Queen Victoria with whom Sir 
Thomas was brought into most frequent 
contact and who held him in particularly 
high favor. During the greater time of the 
many years which Lord Salisbury spent at 
the head of the foreign office indifferent 
health and a pronounced distaste for court 
ceremonial led him to delegate to Bir 
Thomas, whenever possible, the duty of 
making necessary verbal reports on foreign 
affairs to her majesty, and to discuss ies'ies 
with her, and to obtain her views and in- 
structions, 

ae 

It was Sir Thomas, too, who in those Jays 
was almost invariably deputed to present 
foreign envoys to the sovereign on the ovcea- 
sion of their being received in special auai- 
ence after their arrival for the purpose of 
tendering their letters of credence. Witt 
his stately courtesy of the old fashioneJ 
school, Sir Thomas was precisely the type 
of public official who was certain to find 
grace in the eyes of Queen Victoria, and 
there is no doubt that the ruggedness of 
manner and brusquerie of Lord. Saiisbury 
caused her to find the discussion of foreign 
questions with Sir Thomas more agreeable 
than with the master of Hatfield. 

Sir Thomas took an active part in the Ala- 
bama arbitration negotiations at Geneva, 
and has by reason of his familiarity with 
that question been thrown Into contact with 
a long succession of American efivoys in 
London, with several of whom he developed 
close and lasting friendships. He will prob- 
ably take the title of Lord Sanderson, fol- 
lowing in this reapect the precedent of Lord 
Hammond, Lord Pauncefote, and Lord Cur- 
rie, and, as he is unmarried, the peerage 
will become extinct with his death.

Sir Percy Sanderson, his younger brother, 
has been for the last tweive years consul 
general in New York, an office which is re- 
garded as the blue ribbon of the British con- 
sular service. He started life in the army, 
and as an officer of the Royal Horse artil- 
lery spent a number of years in India, dur- 
ing a portion of which time he.figured as 
A. D. C. and military. secretary to the 
governor of Madras. Shortly after retiring 
from the army in the early "70s he was ap- 
pointed consul general for Roumania and 
British member of the international] commis- 
sion for the contro] of the navigation of the 
Danube, offices which he held for more 
than twe decades, occasionally acting as 
chargé @’affaires at Bucharest, and acquir- 
ing an extraordinary knowledge of Balkan 
politice and of all the intricacies of that 
ever troublesome problem popularly known 
ae the eastern question. He was in Rou- 
mania fhroughout the latter’s war with Tur- 
key, and developed a sincere admiration for 
King Charles, with whom he became a great 
favorite, and had an opportunity of watch- 
ing the manner in which this much misunder- 
stood Hohenzollern prince by degrees built 
up Roumania into a prosperous and respeci- 
ed nation, which, formerly on the same low 
level as Servia, today occuples a leading 
place among the mores class powers

Although we hear ttle nowadays of the 
Danube navigation question, yet it is an 
issue which hae miore than once brought the 
olé. world powers to the brink of war, which 
has been averted by internatfonal confer- 
ences, and in the last one of these, held in 
London, Sir Percy as the British expert and 
ag the one man of the foreign office who ur- 


derstood the controversy in all its details 


better than anybody else, played a notable 
role, his perfect mastery of French standing 
him of course in good stead. Perhaps the 
most intereeting part of Sir Percy's work in 
Roumania wae the keeping quiet track cf 
the irftrigues of Russia, and especially of 
the underground work of the agents of ‘he 
powerful and wealthy Pan-Slav society 
which then, as today, aims at the overthrow 
of the Hohenzollern dynasty at Bucharest 
and the conversion of the kingdom into a 
Muscovite dependency. Curiously enough, 
the one other Englishman whose watchful- 
ness and knowledge of their designs the 
Russian secret officiale and Pan-Slav agents 
had occasion to dread was likewise a con- 
sular officer, the late Sir William White,

A Fine Concert. 


orchestra yesterday afternoon makes lfe 
seem worth while. Not but that life usually 
seems worth while. It always does, if you've 
had enough to eat, had all the sleep you need, 
and if all of your bills are not overdue—in 
short, when you're at normal, and neither 
nature nor your fellow man is pressing a 
Claim against you. 

But once ina while things get out of sorts. 
There’s a lot of work to be done, there’s 
Christmas shopping sta you in the face, 
and there are the count other Mttle nag- 
singe in which existence induiges where 
you're concerned. Then life’s worth-while- 
nesa seems open to question But there 
comes a good square meal—possibly at the 
other fellow’s expense—there’s a night of 
restful sleep, or you meet a friend who says 
something agreeable, or pays you what he 
owes you. And then you know that this gray 
old world is all right, that existence is pretty 
good after al, and that if anything is. wrong, 
you are it. 

There are things, however, other than the 
purely material which can put you back into 
harmony with the world and your fellow 
men. A two hours of music such as the 
orchestra offered yesterday can, for ex- 
ample, accomplish the task. And when you 
have been refreshed and restored you realize 
that art is a vital force after all, and that it 
was created not merely for entertainment and 
time passing.

The concert yesterday was especially help- 
ful. It showed that while the music left us 
by the great dead is still wonderfully alive 
and potent, there also are compositions be- 
ing written today which are of worth and 
beauty. And it showed, too, that whatever 
the past may have possessed in the form of 
able interpreters of music’s masterpieces, 
we of today are also rich in this direction. 
The “‘ dead page,’’ whether long written or 
just fresh from the pen of creative ability, is 
made to live and to glow through the skill 
and devotion of thoie living among us. And 
for this thankfulness is due! And the man 
who is thankful is content. 

We learned again yesterday how beautiful 
is the music of Liszt and of Wagner when 
interpreted as its creators intended it should 
be. We discovered that though Alexander 
Ritter is a composer scarcely known to ur 
even by name, he was a man who could 
write an overture which had about it so 
much of. the healthy, wholesome spirit 3f 
the life and folk of Germany that it re- 
freshed and pleased. 

We had brought home to us the conviction 
that Hugo Kaun is growing steadily toward 


Mastery and maturity in the creative art 


which he seems destined to enrich and to 
which he already has given much of merit. 
And we were made to realize again that the 
artistic temperament is a variable quantity 
—that because a performer does unsatisfac- 
tory and irritating work on one occasion his 
inability to achieve the great and the notable 
at another time is not necessarily proven, 
al 


The concert opened with the overture to 
Ritter’s “The Lazy Hans.” It is a work not 
especially great in itself or significant in any 
musical message it bears, but it is pleasing, 
well made, and is filled with a certain hearty 
good’ nature-and cheeriness which make it 
helpful, healthful music to hear. Its the- 
matic materia! is bright, attractive, and of 
worth, and is developed and employed with 
a. skill and effectiveness which prove the 
hand of an able musician and knowing in- 
strumentalist. 

A secend novelty was an Adagio nd 
Scherzo for wind instruments, harps, and 
kettiedrumsa, written by Oskar Fried. The 
combination of instruments fs unusual and 
lends the work an element of interest. 
Monotony was not far away, however, before 
the selection was completed, the tonal color 
possible not being of any wide variety and 
ston proving cloying. Musically, the work 
did not impress deeply yesterday. The trio 
of the Scherzo is pleasing, but any great 
beauty or inspiration in the composition asa 
whole was not discovéred. 

Hugo Kaun’s humoresque “ Sir John Fal- 
staff,” dedicated to Mr. Thomas, received 
yesterday its initial performance in this 
country. It impressed on a singie hearing as 
one of the most spontaneous and ablest com- 
positions yet produced by the talented Ger- 
man-Americah composer. It tonally pictures 
in telling and skillful fashion the character 


the themes suitable to the jovial wanda but 
the orchestratiofi itself is held with remark- 
able skill in the line of the unfailingly suave, 
soft, and aurally soothing. 

It is the most oleaginous orchestration 
heard in many a day, and a better instru- 
mental portrayal of fatsome Sir John could 
not be asked. There ie no lack of variety in 
the work, so far as effects and contrasts in 
musica] ideas ané their treatment are con- 
cerned, but the instrume

It wasthe world splen- 
did that he loved. These qualities brcught 
him much criticism after his death as well 
as before. Blake, the poet, was his bitter 
enemy, and there were others who held him 
in no less acrid disesteem. But Sir Walter 
Scott was his defender, Goldsmith loved 
him, and Mrs. Thrale was of the opinion 
that all good and no harm” should be 
recorded of Sir Joshua, but that his heart 
was ‘‘too frigid.’’

Decidedly, the book is a successful one of 
its kind, and is perfectly suited to holiday 
demands. (E. P. Duttom & Co., for America.) 
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Mr. Russell Sturgis, zuthor of two volumes 
on architecture and sculpture for the Pop- 
ular Art Series (The Baker & Taylor com- 
pany), has now put forth the third volume 
of that series, ‘‘ THE APPRECIATION OF 
PICTURES.” Mr. Sturgis has a sincere de- 
sire to set high standards before his readers, 
and not amiability Itself can tempt him to 
make compromises. With all the field of 
painting to choose from, he draws his illus- 
trations from the most classic sources, nor 
does he find it necessary to discuss inferior 
productions. 

It is Mr. Sturgis’ definite desire to free 
painting from its sister arts. He will have 
no ‘“‘literature’’ in his painting. He does 
not wish one to be concerned about the au- 
thenticity of an historical painting or to be 
upon t¥e search for anachronisms; he does 
not desire to have discussions about breeds 
of cows in Troyon’s canvases; and he ob- 
jects to realism so sympathetic that the ob- 
server is carried out of reality into the life 
of the figures in the painting. “ Interest- 
ing incident and outside thought interfere 
terribly with painting,’’ he observes. And 
he remarks that if a painter is “ deabing with 
a work of art im which sentiment plays a 
great part, he soon forgets the art in the 
sentiment, whatever it may be, and attends 
to that alone.’’ 

This tenet of the studios is one which 
professional artists of the present day will 
acquiesce in without thought of protest. 
But the observant layman who hae stood, 
alone before the Virgin in the Sistine chapel 
and felt there sentiment in one overwhelm- 
ing wave of combined reverence and elation, 
and who, in a lesser degree, has experienced 
similar emotions before the product of the 
impassioned men of the renaissance, is 
prompted to inquire if Mr. Sturgis and his 
brother artists supposed that these men 
remained detached from their subject?

Dr. Wallace having been assured that a true 
record of his life, especially if sufficiently 
full as to illustrate development of char- 
acter so far as that is due to environment, 
would be extremely interesting, has kept 
this point in mind.

“ tending to the memories of nearly eighty 
years, without subjecting himself to the 
charge of diffuseness or egotism: but he 
will find those charges made by no one but 
himself. 

Dr. Wallace was the son of “ poor but hon- 
est paremts,’’ and at an early age he was 
obliged to work for a living. He began as 
& surveyors apprentice, which gave him 
plenty of out of door exercise. Indoors he 
devoted his time when not at work to read- 
ing. and mostly the reading of scientific 
books. He attended lectures and lost no 
means to improve his mind. He always hed 
an idea of being a writer and he gives ‘us 
in the first volume of this autobiography his

In a chapter devoted to his character at 
21, Dr. Wallace tells us: the characteristics 
he had and those that he lacked. If he had 
one distinct mental faculty more prominent 
tham, another, it was the power of correct 
reasoning from a review of the known facts 
im any case to the causes or laws which pro- 
duced them, and also in detecting fallacies 
in tha reasoning of other persons. This 
power nati'rally greatly. helped him iniall his 
Writings, especially those on natural history 
and sociology... The determination of the di- 
rection in. which he should use these powers 
Was due to his possession in a high degree 
of the two mental qualities usually termed 
emotional or mdaral, *“‘an intense apprecia- 
tion of the beaut®, harmony, and variety in 
Mature and in all matural phenomena, and 
an equally strong passion for justice as be- 
tween man and map—an abhorrence of all 
tyranny, all compulsjon, all unnecessary in- 
terference with the liberty of others.”

Among the marked \deficiencies in his 
mental equipment werd his ‘‘inability to 
perceive the niceties of) melody and har- 
mony in music,” though hve had “a fair ap- 
preciation of time, expres¥ion, and general 
effect, and was always deeply affected by 
grand, pathetic, or religious music,”’ and “ in 
the power of rapidly seeing analogies or 
hidden Téesemblances and incongruities.” 
The rhythm and pathos as wel! as the inim- 
itable puns of Hood were the Celight of his 
youth, “as are the more reconditte and fan- 
tastic humor of Mark Twain and Vewis Car- 
roll in my Old age.” Hoe confesse# also toa 
want of assertiveness and of phys cal cour- 
age, which, “combined with delicagy of the 
nervous syst€m and of bodily consititution 
and a general disinclination to mucih exer- 
tion, physical Or mental, have causad that 
shyness, reticence, and love of solitude Which, 
though often misunderstood and leadis to 
unpleasant results, have, perhaps, on the 
whole, been beneficial to me.” 

The first volume of these memoirs is not a8 
interesting as the second. Dr. Wallace was 
finding himself through these pages. When 
we get to the second volume the aatatent ip 
more general.

' temporaries—Darwin, Huxley, Spéncer, an 
the rest. Soon after his return to Bngland 
in 1862, after his voyage dcwn the Amazon, 
Darwin invited him to come to Down for a 
night, and there he had the pleagure of see- 

. ing the famous scientist in his own home and 
in the midst of his family. A year jater, 
writing to Dr. Wallace, Darwin says: 

“J am glad you like the little orchid book, 
but it has not been worth the ten months it 
has cost me.

The chief differences of opinion between 
Darwin and Wallace are on the subject of 
the theory of natural selection; Dut on other 
points they were pretty thoroughly agreed. 

Writing of Spencer, Dr. Wallace says: 
‘* Among his intimate friends Herbert Spen- 
cer was always interesting from the often 
unexpected way in which he would apply 
the principles of evolution to the common- 
est topics of conversation, and he was al- 
ways ready to take part in any social amuse- 
ment. He once or twice honored me by 
coming to informal meetings of friends at 
my little house in St. Mark’s crescent, and 
I also met him at Sir John Lubbock’s pleas- 
ant week end visits, and also at Huxley's, in 
St. John’s Wood. Once I remember dining 
informally with Huxley, the only other 
guests being Tyndall and Herbert Spencer. 
The latter appeared in a dress coat, where- 
upon Huxley and Tyndall chaffed him, as 
setting a bad example, and of being untrue 
to his principles, quoting his essay on ‘ Man- 
ners and Fashion,’ but all with the most 
good humored banter. Spencer took {ft in 
good part and defended himself well, de- 
claring that the coat was a relic of his early 
unregenerate days, and where could he wear 
it out if not at the houses of his best friends? 
‘ Besides,’ he concluded, ‘ you will please to 
observe that I am true to principle in that 
I do not wear a white tie!’ ”’ 

Of all the scientific men of his day Wallace 
was most intimate with Huxley, and yet he 
does not tell us as much of Huxley as we 
would like to know. Perhaps he was afraid 
of being too personal on account of his inti- 
mate friendship. 


In the autumn and winter of 1886 Dr. Wal- 
lace came to America to deliver lectures at 
the Lowell institute of Boston, and while in 
this country he traveled around with his 
eyes open. On reaching New York he had 
his first experience with American prices 
and was much impressed with the fact that 
he had to pay $2 for a cab to a hotel a mile 
off, where he spent the night. He drove out 
to Central park in company with the late 
Henry George, who was then candidate for 
mayor, and with Mr. George he attended a 
meeting, at which he was called upon to say 
a few words to an American audience. “I 
tried my best to be forcible, praised George, 
and said a few words about what we were 

Oing in England, but I could see that I did 
not impress them much.”’ 

Dr. Wallace not only lectured in Boston 
but he traveled through the country from 

ew England to San Francisco, seeing much 
amd being greatly impressed. The climate 
of America apparently agreed with him, and

BOIKS OF A MORE SERIOUS TURN. 


HOROUGHLY up to date as to the re- 
sults of modern scientific research, the 
arguments of agnostics and the defense 
of theism made by its ablest apolo- 
gists, is W. H. Mallock’s *“‘ THE RE- 

CONSTRUCTION OF RELIGIOUS BE- 
LIEF” (Harper Bros.). It is written in a 
vein which will interest all persons who care 
for the study of the validity of the founda- 
tions of religious belief. Beginning with a 
friendly criticism of the methods, adopted by 
the>clerical apologists for theism, he shows 
that many of them err in their attacks on 
the established data of science. He shows 
that the church has fought countless un- 
successful battles with science and urges 
the sincere believers in theism to hold their 
prejudices in abeyance and examine honestly 
the ¢laims of science, even though these 
claims may seem to strike at the life of 
theism, for he asserts that only by such 
honest examination can the apologists for 
theism vindicate their claims. He is equally 
sweeping in his condemnation of the “ phjl- 
osophic "’ method which accepts the scien- 
tific explanation of the universe as complete 
in its own limits, but deprives it of its sig- 
nificance ‘‘ by means of a system of idealism 
according to which the entire subject mat- 
ter of science is a dream which owes its 
existence to our own immortal minds.” He 
asserts that Spencer’s supposed starting 
point of evolution is open to criticism, ** be- 
cause is positively obscures and obliterates 
the fact? that the constitution of the nebula 
at any given moment must have been just as 
specific and just as delicately differentiated 
as any of the phenomena into which its ele- 
ments subsequently transformed them- 
selves.’ This, he says, is to admit that ‘‘ the 
homogeneous substance from which evolu- 
tion starts is not homogeneous in any true 
sense at all, but is from the beginning differ- 
entiated by a variety of different relations 
borne by its several parts to the other mat- 
ter surrounding it.’’ Im the conclusion of his 
elaborate and interesting book Mr. Mallock 
disappointingly resorts to Mansell’s discred- 
ited attempts to make intellectual contradic- 
tion the basis of religious belief. The pres- 
entation of his argument is far more felic!- 
tous than his attempt to draw ea basic conclu- 


sion from it. 


Amusingly pretentious and misleading {fs 
the title “‘ A CRITIQUE OF SOCIALISM ” 
(Paul Elder & Co., San Francsico) given by 
Edward F. Adams to the little booklet con- 
taining an address on socialism which he de- 
livered recently before a club in California. 
The address is a cleverly written comment 
on some of the superficial features of the so- 
clalistic theories, but it is by no means a&cri- 
tique or even an exhaustive review of social- 
ism. He upholds rent, interest, and profit.on 
the ground that they are, in his opinion, for 
the good of society. 


A pretty little gift book of ‘‘ new thought” 
and kindred aphorisms and sentiments is 
“THE PSYCHOLOGICAL YEAR BOOK,” 
second series (Paul Elder & Co.). Quotations 
from various authors are given for every day 


in the year. 


The popularity achieved by Pastor Wag- 
ner’s book, “ The Simple Life,” doubtless 
is responsible for “THE GOSPEL OF 
LIFE ”’ (McClure, Phillips & Co.), a transla- 
tion of sermons by the same author, This 
new volume is full of the cheerful gospel 
which was expounded tn its predecessor. Its 
object is expressed by the author In the 
sentence: ‘If preaching has any aim, itis to 
blend into one all prayer and toil,” 


Thomas Curran Ryan ofthe Wisconsin bar, 
in ‘“‘ FINITE AND INFINITE” (Lippincott 
company), discusses the old problem of the 
origin of evil and concludes that God Is not 
its author. More novel and interesting isthe 
second part of his book, in which he brings 
forcible arguments to support his belief that 
the universe is finite. His most startling 
proposition and the one to which he devotes 
the most attention is that the sky is beyond 
the stars and is composed of material sub- 
stance. The facts which he elaborates to 
prove this proposition are these: 1. The sky 
has color. 2. The blue of the sky becomes 
intensified when observed from the top of 
mountains, orin elevated regions where there 
is scarcity of vapor and rarity of atmosphere. 
8. The blue of the sky does not intercept or 
impair the light of the stars. 


Mr. Orisen Swett Marden’s new book, 
* CHOOSING A CAREER " (Bobbs-Merrill 
Co.) is divided into two parts. In the first, 
‘Considerations Relating to the Choice of 
a Career,’’ he tried to show that nothing de- 
mands so much thought as the determining 
upon what is to be one’s life work. That career 
must be chosen by any man or woman which 
will not only exercise his best faculties but 
will contribute to the upbuilding of charac- 
ter, affording the opportunity for constant 
growth, and stimulating to further effort. In 
the second part, ‘“‘ Suggestions as to the Pos- 
sible Careers,”’ an attempt has been made to 
give a succinct idea of the prerequisites, de- 
mands, and possible attainments of more 
than . twenty-five different occupations, 
Though the volume Is large the chapters are 
concise and offer valuable suggestions not 
only to those who have the responsibility of 
others in their charge but also to those who 
have to settle the tion for themselves. 


GEORGE H. WARNER'S STUDY: “THE JEWISH SPECTRE. 


A Thoughtful and Strong Book on the. Race and Religion. The Outcome of Years of 
Study of the Sacrificial Cults. The Work Has Extraordinary Power, but Lacks Definiteness. . 


T has been the privilege of Mr. George 
H. Warner, the author of “ THE JEW- 
ISH SPECTRE,” to pass at least a por- 
tion of many consecutive years in retire- 
ment and studious contemplation. His 

mind, naturally tolerant, investigative, and 
truth seeking, has turned itself during the 
last few years to a channel not profitless, 
however unusual. This is an investigation of 
theocracy. A lover of that final and most 
essential form of Uberty, the freedom of the 
spirit, Mr. Warner has passed his time in 
investigating the history of those sacrificial 
religions which have most influenced modern 
Europe in an effort to entangle the curious 
crossing and transposition of ideas which 
occurred between the Jewish and the Chris- 
tlan ideas. He has essayed to find in4what 
direction Mes the future happiness of men 
who would be free yet reverent, fearless 
yet seemly, and who, while scorning a posl- 


tion of limited materialism, may yet liberate | 


themselves from the superstitions of the 
centuries. 


It is a huge task, and if Mr. Warner had | 


been a German and assumed that over- 
whelming sense of responsibility which the 
German theorist has, and which gives’to his 
utterances the thunderous sound of an ora- 


cle, the book had been ridiculous, because , 


too gigantic. But Mr. Warner has the Amer- 
ican sense of humor. At least he has 80 
pleasant and withal so scholarly a wit that 
it is flattering to assume it to be American 
in quality. He gives the reader the benefit 
of his wide reading, his patient researches, 
his wide experience in the flelds of history 
and archeological investigation. 

The book is not written in a spirit of an- 
tagonism, though it attacks the priestly pro- 
fession and the priestly conspiracy the world 
over and the centuries through. It reflects, 
inevitably, quite as much upon the Chris- 
tian as upon the Jew. It lays at the door of 
the Jewish agitation and the growth of tne 
sacrificial religion the blight which feil tpon 
Grecian intellectuality. It believes the in- 
tolerance, exclusion, and loyalty of the Jew 
to his religion to have been his greatest/ 
handicap, and in support of thistheory deals 
at length with the erroneous idea—as Mr. 
Warner believes—that the orthodox Jew has 
been a notable figure im the world. 

“We can say,’ he observes, *‘ that Jewish 
Christianity was early caught in the snare 
of Greek philosophy, a philosophy of ab- 
stract speculation. And Jewish thought, in 
the mask of Christianity, certainly ruined 
Greek science; while, conversely,. Greek 
thought in the guise of Christianity ruined 
Jewish thought. The mixture of two Irre- 
concilable systems ruined the integrity of 
European mind for years.” And he foilows 
this interesting observation with one no less 


arresting. 


“It may be necessary to add, for those 
who conceive of Christianity as a complete 
system, introduced into the world in the 
first century—instead of Christianity as a 
religion which, starting with root ideas, 
grew, developed, changed, matured, divided, 
and has been extensively modified, enlarged, 
and diminished, in the course of twenty cen- 
turies—that in speaking of it as the’child 
or an heir or successor of Judaism, I do not 
mean that it is now like the crude Judaism 
of the ancient world, nor that it is the 
system of thought which advanced Judaism 
is today. For advanced Judaism is the child 
of Christianity.” 

Of that supreme effort of the devotee, 
monasticism, he speaks with unhesitating 
condemnation. 


‘* Monasticism,” he says, “ is a disease, not | 


a cure. The scuttling out of life, the fail- 
ure to face moral problems, is at the root 
of the intellectual disaster of our early cen- 
turies. Vast numbers of men and women 
exhibited a moral cowardice in taking refuge 
in religion, and selfishly abandoning them- 
selves to an insubstantial and unverifiable 
metaphysical dream, a conglomeration of all 
the wild fancies and speculations of five or 
six centuries of the early church and df 
paganism. This divine life had no wife, no 
child, no affection, no real emotions. All its 
emotions were stimulated, its sympathies 
were fictitious. There was no real sacrifice 
of self. There was nothing in the world 
to lose, there was everything to gain—some- 
where else.”’ 

Mr. Warner does not regard the escape— 
the inevitable if somewhat surreptitious es- 
cape of thoughtful men and women—from 
the theocratic idea and the priestly domin- 
ion with dismay. Neither is he distressed 
at the prospect of the gradual disappearante 
of the Jewish or any other race. He does 
not see why ideas or races should be perma- 
nent. Growth, not fixity, is the thing he 
belleves to be the law of the universe. ‘‘ Why 
care so much for race fixedness?'’’ he asks. 
‘‘ Petrified races are no better than petrified 
skeletons. The worlas progress and hap- 
piness depend on the development of races 
by admixture, selection, and change. Let 
ug take an example of this idea. We would 
not rejoice at the reéntrance upon the world 
of action of the Briton. But with the 
Briton as a basis, what has happened? The 
Roman infused a trifle of his blood into the

and die, condemned by his Judaism. He

‘* The people of Europe do not philosophize 
well, or they would know that the history of 
Israel is in the past; that there can never 
be a return of it, that the Jew isa survival, a 
living remnant, never to be reckoned with 
as a nation or even a religion.

Lerd the Poet, 1905, is not so heavy 

@ task as it would have in certain 

other periods of the world.\ This ie not 
because the singers are mute, nor because 
songs have grown unlovely; but becaiige in 
the English speaking races today there is lit- 
tle to inspire world discontent. Hada poet 
arisen in Russia, the heedless ear of the world 
‘might bave been arrested with cries of de- 
epair or of divine hope. But Russia hae not 
set her misery to rhythm and rhyme. Poets 
of manners and ceremonies may not now of- 
fer us their lyra clegantarium, for manners 
with us are shifting, ceremonies of little ac- 
count, and heroes are at a discount. It is 
the day of democracy—a democracy Which 
confesses itself lacking in picturesque. Our 
very biessings—our prosperity, protection, 
fepresentation, measurable equality, and 
: gad of redeeming our own wrongs—stand 

n the way of.our literary greatness. Private 
‘gtiefs are to be had for the searching, but 

with the habit of looking for compensations, 
which is now the philosopHic fashion of the 
hour, even these are concealed orargued into 
monexistence. 

But let us see what, in spite of all these 
hampering happinesses, the poets have con- 
trived to do! 

To begin with, there has appeared for the 
first time the complete poetical works of Al- 
gernon Charles Swinburne— sixteen substan- 
tial volumes of exquisite and insubstantial 
poetry.

OMAR, SWIYBURNE, MONTAIGNE. 


New biographies of the Poets and the Essayist. 


M. K. SHIRAZI has written a “ LIFE 
OF OMAR AL KHAYYAMI,” the Per- 
sian poet, who has, through the inter- 
@ cession of Edward FitzGerald, been 
made the philosopher of a large portion 
of the contemporary English speaking race. 
Mr. Shirazi had had little material upon which 
to draw, but he has done this skillfully, and 
has supplemented it with what may be termed 
justifiable surmises. He puts the birthplace 
of Khayyam at Nishapur, and the date of .Ne 
poet’s birth toward the beginning of the elev- 
enth century of the Christian era. Of his 
early friends and influences the author has 
been able to glean something. He is not in- 
clined to accept the tradition that Khayyam 
was a tentmaker, and the son ofa tentmaker, 
although his name might indicate as much. 
He says: ‘‘ The conclusion seems justifiable 
that Omar’s father was a man of recognized 
standing and easy circumstances, independ- 
ent, possibly, of any profession. He empha- 
sizes the discovery that Omar was of Arabian 
descent, although a resident of Persia, that 
his father, for religious or other reasons, lived 
in retirement, and, setting high value upon 
education, saw that the unusual mind of his 
son received cultivation. Omar was all his 
life “‘a searcher for truth,” and ata period 
and in a country where men were the slaves 
of creed, it was to be expected that he would 
suffer persecution. His attitude toward the 
Koran was a skeptical one, or, at least, it 
was that of an inquisitive critic, and he 
groped continually toward naturalism. He 
endeavored to find the natural, not the super- 
natural, reasons for things. He was some- 
thing of an astronomer, he studied medicine, 
he was acquainted with the law, and a master 
ofthe Koran.”’ 

In the *‘ Book of the Learned Men,” written 
by Ibn al Kifti in the thirteenth century, the 
following observation occurs: ‘‘Omaer al 
Khayyami, iman of Khorassan, was the most 
learned man of his day. Not only was he

Mr. Shirazi has much that is interesting to 
say about this “ secret intent.”” He does not 
believe Omar to have beena “ convinced and 
unwavering skeptic.”’ The fatalism of the 
Mohammedan religion had set its stamp upon 
him, and, adds his biographer, ‘‘ determined, 
almost defiant at times, in his quest of the 
unknown, he was yet subject to fits of de- 
spondency in which he was tempted to de- 
spair of himself, of God, of everything.”” He

ism, and of his delicate interpretation of 
nature. Mr. Woodberry writes: ‘ Fire, air, 
earth, and water are the four elements from 
which his vocabulary seems made up; flame,

Mr. Woodberry considers Swinburne a 
poet of deep thought—an intellectual poet. 
He calls attention particularly to the elabo- 
rate psychology of his dramas, particularly 
those concerning Mary of Scots. “ He has 
been genuine,” affirms Mr. Woodberry, “ as 
only high genius can be, in| all that he has 
done. Im private life he has lived in se- 
clusion; but he has been one of a company 
of sympathetic friends, and has besides 
numbered among his companions many oth- 
ers of the men of distinction of his times. 
He has never failed in public sympathy with 
great occasions and events, As a poet, not- 
withstanding his genius and his labor, it must 
be said that he has found the world inhos- 
pitable. The measure of praise that he won 
has gone no farther than the acknowledg- 
ment of his victory of a power:that could 
not be denied; it has not much increased 
with yéars; it has never been adequate, just, 
or intelligent.”’ 

An interesting portrait of the poet serves 
as a frontisplece, revealing his massive 
brow, his beautiful eyes, framed for tender- 
ness or fire, his “ hyacinthine locks,” his 
weak mouth and defective chin. It is not 
an attractive face in spite of the great elo- 
quence of the upper portion of it.

SMOKE LAW MINUS “JOKER” 


FRAMED BY THE ALDERMEN. 


Council Judiciary Subcommittee and 


Meyor Dunne Agree on Ordinance 
with Bad Feature Eliminated. 


An amended smoke ordinance, from which 
the “‘ joker’ that renders the present meas- 


ure ineffective, has been eliminated, was 


born yesterday. It saw the light in a sub- 


committee of the judiciary committee of the 


council. The subcommittee recommended it 
for passage, after Mayor Dunne had been 
before the aldermen and told them of the 
shortcomings of the existing ordinance. . 

The proposed méasure does away with the 
giving of notices as a preliminary to starting 
suits. ‘‘ No one sends a notice to a man be- 
fore arresting him for being drunk and dis- 
orderly,”” said the mayor in commenting on 
this phase of the change. 

In the subcommittee, consisting of Ald, 
Snow, Ruxton, and Schmidt [24] there was 
some discussion as to the time to be allowed 
to locomotives and boats for firing. Smoke 
Inspector Schubert, Boiler Inspector Lumpp, 
and Robert Wilcox, secretary of the board, 
said five minutes in each hour was time 
enough fo1 theze engines to smoke. Mayor 
Dunne indorsed their idea; but the commit- 
te6é, after some talk, added one minute. 

‘We have had trouble with the owners of 
several large office and store buildings,’ Mr. 
Schubert said. ‘ But the city and the school 
board have been the worst violators.”’ 

The, council license committee, although 
the members were !n deubt as to the legality 
of their act, recommended a permit for a 
gaioon in Diversey boulevard, in a prohibi- 
tion district.

' Aceusea of Contempt in Disregarding 

the Injunction of Judge Holdom 
Against Peaceful Picketing — De- 
fendants Dewy the Charge—Phote 

.. Engravers File Demands and Talk 
fot Joining in the Strike—Ralilroads 
Deny Advance in Wages. 


A new move of the employers developed 
yesterday when leaders of the printers’ 
Strike, including all the officers of Typo- 
graphical] union No. 16, were cited to appear 
before Judge Holdom charged with violations 
. Of the injunction prohibiting peaceful picket-. 


It is the announced intention of the 
typothets firms to demonstrate that the 
printers’ strike has no claim to the distinc- 
tion of being the most peaceful labor dispute 
in Chicego in many years. For this purpose 
& mass of evidence, including scores of af- 
fidavits, will be offered. 

Secretary BE. F. Hamm of the typotheta 
declares that this evidence will expose a 
thorough system of secret picketing and in- 
timidation of nonunion men, which, he as- 
serted, has been in effect ever since Judge 
Holéom issued his restraining order. 

“We are prepared to show,” said Mr. 
Hamm, ‘that the pickets have been or- 
ganized and are under the direction of Ed- 
ward J. Besette, a member of the executive 
board of the typographical union. The viola- 
tions, according to our affidavite, have been 
flagrant and not altogether unaccompanied 
with violence.” 


Officers Ordered to Appear. 

Besette and President Wright of the union 
Were served with court notices last night. 
They will appear to answer for contempt be- 
fore Judge Holdom this morning. The re- 
maining officials probably will not be re- 
quired to appear before Moncay. 

** Despite this action of our former employ- 
ere, we still maintain that we heve conducted 
& notably peaceful strike,” said President 
Wright. ‘ Only three of our members have 
been arrested for violence or disorderly con- 
duct. There has been no picketing since the 
injunction was issued.” 

The typothete also will proceed against 
H. G. Haskell and Edward Dahigren, the two 
alleged union pickets who claimed to have 
been attacked by Mark Spooner, a nonunion 
printer employed by R. R. Donnelley & Sons. 
Spooner was fined $25 by Justice Caverly for 

ng concealed weapons. Haskell and 

higren were arrested as they were leaving 

the Harrison street police court charged 
with disorderly conduct. 

While the employers were growing aggres- 
sive, affiliated unions in the printing trades 
Ukewise were taking a stand to show their 
sympathy for the compositors on strike. The 
photo engravers filed demands with their em- 
ployers which, if not granted, may lead toa 
strike Jan. 1. They are asking for a reduc- 
tion of the number of apprentiees and some 
changes in working conditions. 

Figures compiled by the employers showed 
that 584 nonunion men are at work In the 

y-six strike affected shops, while only 
Ge Gompositar in these same plants went 
on strike. 
Demand of Switchmen Refused. 

The railroads have decided not to grant 
the demands of the union switchmen for an 
eight hour day and increased wages, basing 
their refusal on the action of the railroadand 
warehouse commission, which recently or- 
dered a reduction of 20 per cent in freight 
schedules in Tilinois.
